Four issues of NY VERD 
were published in 1975, as 
compared with two issues a 
year in both 1974 and 1973. 
The preparation of the 
editorial material for these 
issues proved relatively 
easy, because of good staff 
co-operation. 

Whether or not four 
issues can be published in 

1976 depends on both the 
work schedule of the editor 
responsible for the editorial 
office and on how many 
advertisements are placed. 
The time that this editor has 
available for NY VERD 
includes the time he spends 
soliciting advertisements, 
and without, enough adver¬ 
tisements to pay for the 
expense incurred in pub¬ 
lishing it, no issue of NY 
VERD may be published. 

Income received by the 
“Textbook Fund” for the 
IJnglish-Norwegian lesson 
book during ., f the last six 


months of 1975 resulted in 
its growth from about $2,700 
on July 1, to about $4,000 
on Dec. 31. During the full 
twelve months of 1975 the 
fund grew from $1,965 to a 
figure just over $4,000. 

While the fund grew well 
during the year, there was 
a sharp drop in the number 
of gifts given to it during 
the second half of the year. 
Hopefully, better economic 
conditions in 1976 will bring 
an improvement in this. 

A new manuscript of the 
English-Norwegian text has 
been promised by the same 
Norwegian scholar who 
prepared the first one. He 
said he will begin to work 
on it this September or 
October, after he completes 
his present graduate studies 
at the University of Bergen. 

Copies of the existing, 
first sample draft of a 
manuscript for an English- 
Norwegian lesson book are 
expected to be used by

in South Dakota and 
Saskatchewan (Prince Al¬ 
bert). There is also a 
possibility that the same 
manuscript may be used for 
instructional purposes by 
other members in Wash¬ 
ington and New York. This 
represents good progress in 
teaching New Norse in North 
America. 

Another encouraging note 
is that one of the members 
has promised to prepare the 
manuscript for a New Norse 
grammar for English- 
language users. He said 
he can begin the task later 
this year, after he has begun 
a leave of absence from his 
university teaching duties. 

No such grammar book 
exists. However, one is 
badly needed if serious 
advanced study, or inde¬ 
pendent study and reading is 
to be carried on. It is also 
needed if a two or three- 
year-long course in New 
Norse is to be easily carried 
out by university instruct¬ 
ors. 

Planning is now under 
way to set up a fund that 
will be used as a reward 
for an acceptable grammar 
manuscript. 

Several articles from the 
third 1975 issue of NY VERD 
were used in the December 
1975 issue of The Scan¬ 
dinavian Centre News, which 
is published by the Scan¬

jONCE MORE ABOUT THE 
(ORIGIN OF THE SWEDISH- 
CANADIAN NEWSPAPER 
“CANADIAN TIDNINGEN” 
By Alexander Malycky 

In a note, published a 
year ago in this paper, I 
<attempte<k to clarify the 
question in what year the 
Winnipeg Swedish-Canadian 
newspaper Canada - Tid- 
ningen began publication. (1) 
This question was raised 
by Helge V. Pearson, the 
last editor of the above 
paper, who wondered why 
in 1892, the year in which 
this paper began appearing 
as a weekly , it bears the 
marking “Vol. VI,”although, 
to his knowledge, no earlier 
copies of the paper were in 
existence. (2) Further he 
stated that 

“Konstantin Flemming is 
perhaps the one publisher 
who, at the turn of the 
century, got ‘Canada Tid- 
ningen’ off the ground and 
to a stable and solid start. 
His predecessor. Pastor 
Svente Udden, and the 
original Swedish newspaper 
publisher. Immigration 
Agent and Colonizar, 
Emmanual Ohlen, each 
published a Swedish paper— 
Udden, a church paper by 
the name of ‘Sions Vaktere’ 
and Ohlen, 'Den Skan- 
dinaviske Canadiensaren’, 
both of which were 
relatively shortlived, and 
after some hectic contro¬ 
versies were merged under 
the leadership of Flem¬ 
ming, and the new paper was 
published under the name of 
‘Canada’.” (3) 

In my note, quoting the 
1892 issue of A. McKim’s 
Canadian Newspaper Dir¬ 
ectory, I suggested that 
“It is the history of the 
latter publication that 
explains, perhaps, why the 
1892 volume of ‘Canada 
Tidningen’ appeared as 
‘Vol. VI’. ‘Den Skandin- 
avinske Canadiensaren’ 
began appearing in 1887.(3) 
its ‘Volume VI’ would 
therefore appear in 1892, 
the year in which it merged 
with ‘Sions Vaktere’to form 
‘Canada Tidningen’. In the 
light of this, the marking of 
‘Canada Tidningen’ as ‘Vol.

VI’ would seem to indicate 
that its publishers con¬ 
sidered their paper to be a 
continuation of ‘Den Skan- 
dinaviske Canadiensaren’, 
under a changed name.” (4) 
Recently, the compiler 
of the first supplement to 
the listing of the Swedish- 
Canadian periodical publi¬ 
cations (soon to appear in 
the next bibliographical 
issue of the journal Canadian 
jEthnic Studies), Mr. Michael 
Brook, of Nottingham, Eng¬ 
land, has kindly provided me’ 
with a copy of the Canada- 
related section from an early 
bibliography titled Blixtar 
p& tidnings - horisonten 
(Lightning Flashes on the 
Newspaper Horizon), pub¬ 
lished in 1910 by Alfred 
SBderstrBm in Warroad, 
Minnesota. This source 
enables one to enter several 
corrections into both of the 
above-quoted statements and 
to obtain a clearer picture 
of the early hi story of Canada 
Tidnignen. Information, 
listed in it for the Swedish- 
Canadian papers published 
in Winnipeg, reveals, with 
regard to Canada Tidningen, 
the following picture: Den 
Skandinaviske Canadien¬ 
saren appeared from Sept¬ 
ember 1887 to October 1892 


as a monthly, and from the 
latter date to January 1897 
as a weekly; at that time, 

' it was absorbed by the weekly 
Canada; the latter paper 
appeared under this title 
from July 1895 until June 
1907, at which time it 
'changed to Svenska Canada 
Tidningen; in its turn, 
Canada was a continuation of 
the monthly Sions VSktare, 
which began publication in 
December 1892, in June 1894 
changed its name to VSktaren 
and became a weekly, and 
in July 1895 changed its name 
again to Canada. (5) Later 
on, at a date unknown to me 
but which Winnipeg-based 
students of the Swedish- 
Canadian press could prob¬ 
ably ascertain with ease, 
Svenska Canada Tidningen

JOHN FALTINSON 
—A Swell Guy! 

Family and friends 
mourn the loss of John 
Faltinson, a long time 
resident of Edmonton and 
former president of the Sons 


friends and neighbors which 
John delivered daily on foot. 
An unemployed carpenter 
friend fashioned a make¬ 
shift milk bottle carrier 
from a discarded wooden 
Scotch whiskey case—this 
led to the humorous 
reverance by many of Johnny 
Walker (the milkman). The 
demand for milk of high 
quality increased and with 
more cows in the herd, a 
contract was made in 1915 
with Woodland (now Palm) 
Dairy, to supply them with 
a special category of milk 
known as “Babies Special”. 
This commanded a higher 
price and was much in 
demand on the market. In 
1923 John established his 
own retail operation called 
Beechmount Dairy located 
on 97th Street with deliveries 


Lodge, and the Edmonton 
Ski Club throughout the 
years. They looked forward 
to their social gatherings 
and meetings with their 
friends and the “BIG 
DOINGS” of the Sons of 
Norway. Lutefisk suppers 
were always attended and the 
same dish was the main 
course at their family and 
hired help Christmas Eve 
gatherings. Work was hard 
and vacations were rare on 
the dairy—however John and 
Hannah visited their old 
homes and relatives in 
Norway in 1950. John 
enjoyed the experience and 
was happy to return to 
Edmonton where he felt more 
progressive and modern 
thinking prevailed. 

In 1953, at the age of 
70, John retired and sold

of Norway Lodge. 

John was born in 
Kopervik, Karmay, Norway, 
on April 23, 1883. In his 
youth in Norway he tried 
his hand at fishing and at 
one point recalled visiting 
Seydisfjordur, a beautiful 
fjord on the east coast of 
Iceland, where he and hrs 
shipmates relaxed by 
dancing on the pier at that 
remote settlement. 

In 1903 he emigrated to 
the U.S.A. landing at Boston 
on the Cunard ship, S.S. 
Saxonia. His early years in 
the U.S. were spent in 
Minnesota and the Dakotas, 
including several years in 
Mayville, N.D. , where he 
worked on a large, well 
organized farm of some 36 
sections of cultivated land, 
moving to Williston, N.D., in 
1910 where he met his future 
wife, Hannah, at a church 
Young Peoples Meeting. 
Hannah had emigrated from 
Flakkstadvaag, Norway, in 
1905. John and Hannah 
married in Williston on April 
6, 1912, and were subjected 
to the spirited harassment 
of the chivaree normal in 
those days—they paid off the 
celebrants by bribing them 
with their last sevendollars. 
Planning to settle on a home¬ 
stead in that area, they 
decided, however, to move 
to booming Edmonton (pop¬ 
ulation 40,000) where they 
arrived with their young 
daughter, Ethel, in 1913. 
John worked in construction 
until the “bust” and 
subsequent hard times 
closed down building activ¬ 
ity. Plans to homestead 
were again discussed but in 
the meantime a cow was 
purchased in order to 
supplement their food sup¬ 
ply. This led to a small 
trade in supplying milk to 


to households being made by 
horse and wagon. Three 
more children, Phyllis, Roy 
and Esther, had joined the 
family and the Alberta 
Avenue Community by this 
time. 

A shortage of pasture 
land in the city necessitated 
a mote in the summer of 
1928 to a farm in Dominion 
Park in West Edmonton on 
142 St. Lush forage for the 
cattle was provided by the 
large, open meadows in the 
area now known as Dover- 
court, a site used just 
previously by early flying 
pioneer Wop May as 
Edmonton’s first flying field. 
For several years, each 
spring and fall saw semi¬ 
annual migrations when the 
cattle were herded to their 
summer and winter home. 
This event always created 
much excitementas the move 
followed a route out 118 
Ave. through what is now 
the Edmonton municipal air¬ 
port. In 1934 permanent 
winter and summer facilities 
were established at the 142 
St. location. Water wells 
were dug and a barn and 
other buildings were con¬ 
structed for the cattle, 
electric power was brought 
out from the city and the 
coal oil lamps were placed 
in storage. During these and 
the years previous, the 
Faltinson home was always 
a popular meeting place for 
young and old alike. Many 
happy gatherings at dinners 
will be remembered by 
family and friends and the 
Sons of Norway members 
frequently held summer 
picnics among the tree 
groves and pleasant mead¬ 
ows in the cow pasture. 

John and Hannah were 
faithful members of the 
church, the Sons of Norway 


his cattle and dairy 
operation. Industrial and 
residential building com¬ 
menced in the Dovercourt 
area in 1954 and by 1958 
he and Hannah moved to their 
new home in Parkview. In 
the years following , they 
celebrated their golden and 
diamond wedding annivers¬ 
aries in their home in 
Parkview. Happy gatherings 
of friends and family 
continued through the years 
and their home was always 
the headquarters for birth¬ 
days, anniversaries,Christ¬ 
mas celebrations and many 
social visits. John was a 
member of Central Lutheran 
Church in the early years 
and later a charter member 
of Mount Zion Lutheran 
Church which he attended 
regularly. 

He was always a great 
admirer of the beauty of the 
works of man and nature 
and led a full, happy and 
active life for 92 years. 
He relished the monthly 
Torske Klubben codfish 
dinners at the Scandinavian 
Centre and drove his own car 
right up to 3 weeks before 
his death. He will be sadly 
missed and always remem-, 
bered by his family and many 
friends. □

In the 17th century, a 
Finn who had reached adult 
age without having learned 
to read could be put into 
stocks for public humil¬ 
iation. He was not even 
allowed to marry unti I he had 
learned his ABCs. In this 
way the church enforced at 
least a basic education. The 
ability to read and write 
was in fact made a condition 
for the exercise of civil 
rights. As a result, the 
period of literacy of the 
Finni sh nation can be counted 
in centuries; and, today the 
literacy rate is virtually 
100 %. 

TO SCHOOL AT SEVEN 

Today even Finnish 
child is required by law from 
the age of seven to attend 
elementary school for at 
least eight years. The 
elementary schools are 
publicly owned. Also one 
third of all children continue 
in secondary schools which 
prepare them for university 
studies. Others may attend 
vocational schools. Less 
than one third of the 
secondary schools are state- 
owned. Most of them are 
co-educational. 

In 1963, the Finnish 
Parliament approved a 
motion calling on the 
Government to take speedy 
measures to remodel the 
primary school system on a 
comprehensive school basis 
(Basic School). In 1967 the 
Government introduced a bill 
which set up the framework 
for a new Basic School of 
a comprehensive type. This 
educational reform will be 
adopted during the first half

UNIVERSITY EDUCATION 

University education has 
a long tradition in Finland. 
Helsinki University was 
founded in 1640 (in Turku 
from where it was trans¬ 
ferred to Helsinki in 1828), 
and today it has more than 
22,000 students. Moreover, 
there are seven universities 
and nine other institutions 
on the university level— 
technical, commercial and 
teacher training.

2 tablespoons lemon juice 
1 1/2 teaspoons salt 
1 teaspoon dry mustard 
1/2 cup dry red wine 
(optional)

at 450°F for 30 minutes.

SCANDINAVIAN RECIPE 
FOR MARCH 
LEVERPASTE 

This liver paste is a 
favorite that adds substance 
to any party. Serve it on 
thinly-sliced rye bread, or, 
for extra strength, French 
rolls. 

1 lb. pork liver 
1-lb. piece side bacon 
4 sprats* 

1 tablespoon chopped onion 

1 teaspoon butter 
1/2 teaspoon salt 
Pinch of white pepper 
3 eggs 

1-2 tablespoons flour (potato 
if possible) 

2 1/4 cups table cream 

12 thin side bacon slices 
(approx.) 

Wash the liver and soak 
for several hours in cold 
water. Cut it and a piece of 
bacon into small pieces, then 
put twice through a fine meat 
grinder with sprats. 

Saute onion in butter and 
add to meat along with 
seasonings. Stir in the eggs 
and flour, mixing with wet 
hands. Moisten the mixture 
with cream and work it until 
smooth. If it seems too 
moist, add a little more 
flour. 

Line the bottom of a 3-cup 
baking tine or casserole with 
bacon slices and pour in 
meat mixture. Top with 
more bacon, cover with foil 
and place in a roasting pan 
containing hot water. Bake 
at 350°F for about 1 1/2 
hours, let cool, then chill. 

Serve already sliced, or 
allow guests to serve them¬ 
selves (the Scandinavians 
place a thick slice onapiece 
of toast and garnish it with 
black olives and mandarin 
orange sections). Serves 
about 16. 

*Sprats are Scandinavian 
anchovies that more re¬ 
semble sardines, and you’ll 
find them in a specialty 
delicatessen. Ordinary 
anchovy fillets are too salty 
for this paste. □

the last one in the barn and 
I can still see him standing 
patiently by the barn calling 
“so boss”. He never hurried 
her ... or anyone else. 
He had a lot of patience. 

Later on his concern was 
to instill in us an 
appreciation of money. Save 
a little for a rainy day, he’d 
say, and he did. The rainy 
day always came for him in 
the form of us grandchildren 
hankering after some special 
goody and he never could 
hold back. It was the same, 
way when times were hard 
and families couldn’t afford 
to buy milk—he gave it to 
them free, he had an unfailing 
faith in mankind and was 
never let down by his friends. 

Grandad will never be 
remembered for any one big 
deed. Rather he was a man 
comprised of many small 
things . . . and in our eyes 
that made him big indeed. 
Many times you would 
scarcely notice that he was 
there. He’d be sitting quietly 
listening , nodding silent 
assent. 

We never heard him raise 
his voice in anger or utter 
an unkind word about anyone 
. .. except perhaps in politics 
in which he stayed well 
versed. The newspaper was 
never far from his hand and 
was read from cover to 
cover. He could speak 
fluently on any of the topics 
of the day. 

We were very proud of 
him ... for his mental and 
physical alertness. Every 
year we waited anxiously 
for the compulsory driving 
test he had to take because 
of his age . . . and every 
year he’d pass saying simply 
“what do you think of that?” 

He stayed active tending 
his roses, going for walks 
and observing the changes 
happening around him. He 
jnever resented change and 
'always seemed to be happy 
to be a part of it. He took 
his first plane flight at age 
87, one of several in the 
years following. Another 
first was a stay in hospital 
at age 92. He wasn’t afraid 



of taking a chance in 
businesses, pleasure or 
people. 

A favorite expression 
was, “a swell time” or “big 
doings” ... in which he 
referred to parties and 
events at the Lodge or in 
Scandapades. 

Christmas Eve was 
special ... we celebrated 
every Christmas Eve with 
grandma and grandpa. Sons, 
daughters, grandchildren 
and great grandchildren . . . 
he loved them all. The little 
tykes held a soft spot for 
him . . . and against our 
admonitions he would pick 
them up. Later on he’d 
bring out a favorite wine 
or liqueur and pour a small 
glass for all. 

Granddad led a full and 
happy life and set an example 
for all of us to follow. Our 
sorriest regret is that some 
of our children will never 
have the opportunity to see 
and know him . . . as we 
knew and loved him. □

(7) The fact that all 
of the above-quoted sources 
listed the title oftheearliest 
precursor of Canada Tid- 
ningen as Den Skandinaviske 
Canadiensaren points prob¬ 
ably to a mistake in J. Oscar 
Backlund’s book A Cdntury 
of the Swedish American 
Press, where it is referred 
to as Den Svenska Canadien¬ 
saren.
